Rumors  Of  Execution  . 


Scandal  In  Castro  Family 


lMIA9tII  (UPI)  - Scandal  in 
Cuba’s  top  Communist  family 
was  believed  unearthed  Tuesday 
with  reports  from  Havana  of 
the  mysterious  deaths  of  the 
sister-in-law  of  Armed  Forces 
Minister  Raul  Castro  and  her 
liusband  last  April  22. 

THE  DE.ATHS  WERE  reported 
by  Robert  Guillois,  retired  form- 
er French  consul  in  Panama.  He 
said  Rafael  Rivero  Pupo  and  his 
wife,  Nisla  Espin,  had  died  under 
mysterious  circumstances. 

Unofficial  reports  circulating 
in  Havana  said  they  may  have 
died  in  a suicide  pact.  But  other 
versions  sugested  Rivero  may 
have  been  executed  and  tliat  his 
, wife — whose  sister,  Vilma,  is 


married  to  Raul  Castro— com- 
mited  suicide. 

THE  MYSTERY  surrounding 
their  deaths  was  heightened  by 
the  fact  they  were  known  as  un- 
reserved supporters  of  the  Castro 
regime. 

Guillois  said  he  til's!  heard 
the  news  in  a cable  from  San- 
tiago, Cuba.  The  Espin  family 
lives  in  Santiago,  which  is  also 
the  site  of  Raul  Castro’s  military 
headquarters. 

“I  have  no  doubt  about  the 
veracity  of  the  cable”  Guillois 
said,  “but  I ^on’t  know  the  de- 
tails.” He  said  an  unidentified 
friend  telephoned  Santiago  and 
was  told  that  Rivero  was  “shot 
in  Havana”  and  that  his  wife 
killed  herself.
